THE EASTWARD THERE WAS AN OPEN GRASS-COVERED TRACT, WHERE THERE WERE

Edgar 

was then in business on the corner he now occupies having been theré over twelve years. and 

Henry Miller was proprietor of the “Old Corner” saloon next door, They bought the lamp 

between them, giving fourteen dollars for it. The lamp when put up was a “big thing” in its way 

and attracted considera attention. Miller at the time named Chenamus and Main streets and A ¢ Bork 
had the names painted On the lamp. The city council afterwards bought the lamp for seven dollars 

and put up several more to keep it company, taking the old original one for a model. Dec. 27,

...During the last two years Astoria has nearly doubled in size and population. With an energetic 
and enterprising Mayor and Town Council, the sides of mountains of dirt and gravel have been 
removed, and streets, heretofore all swamp the year round, have been raised from what one might 
call a dead level to a ap Perpendicular and in addition, on those streets located along the river 
front, substantial piles have been driven and planking laid, making not only an easy road for heavy 
loads of merchandise, but what also will prove to be in the summer season a delightful promenade 
for the numerous visitors who flock hither to enjoy the sea breeze. In addition to the substantial 
wharves and warehouse of the Oregon Steamship Co., Capt. Geo. Flavel, the Wallamet 
Transportation and Lock Col, (late W.R.T.Co.,) the Oregon Steam Navigation Company, a rich 
and influential corporation with headquarters at Portland, have purchased and will soon build on a 
considerable portion of the river front immediately facing the old site selected as a fort by the old 
Astor Company.

It may seem surprising, but then, nevertheless, it is true, work is progressing, in all stages, upon 
___189 new buildings in the city of Astoria, at this moment. There are seven within the radius of 260 
feet on the corners surrounding the old Astorian office, the work upon which is being done by 
Bain and Ferguson, Chappell & Andrews, Wm. Headington and M.J. Young. The nearest 
completion of any in this group is a very fine two story edifice ??? Mrs. A.D. Wass, into which the 
Owners are now moving. Next in order would be THE ASTORIAN building, 25x60, two stories, 
into which we expected to move this week, but have been compelled to defer our removal a week 
to finish up work. Then comes a finer two story frame 25-70 for E.S. Larsen, and next to that one 
of singular structure? structure for Dr. Welch Dentist. Just across the street two fine structures 
for Capt. H. Brown, and adjoining THE ASTORIAN building on the south, H.S. Shuster’s Art 
Gallery (25x50) two stories. 
[There were also wharves, warehouses, canneries, and other packing establishments, ship yards 
and machine shops, steam mills and workshops, stores and residences.] March 31, 1877

REGULAR CORRESPONDENCE OF THE OREGONIAN. 

... On strolling through our city and its suburbs during working hours our ears are greeted on all 
sides with the sounds of busy labor. 

Upper Astoria particularly shows signs of thrift and improvement. Another joint stock company 
cannery is now in course of construction there, and will be ready for business next fishing season. 
It is called the Occident Co., and the stockholders are nearly all Russian Finns, and practical 
fishermen. 

In addition to the numerous canneries another branch of industry has been established there 
which, though commenced in a small way and in a very unassuming manner, has now reached 
such proportions as to demand the erection of a spacious factory and the introduction of a large 


amount of first class machinery. 

We allude to the boot and shoe factory, started last year and owned by Mr. C. Leinenweber and 
Captain Hiram Brown. Desiring to inspect the factory and witness the modus operandi by which a 
piece of tanned leather is converted into a fine French calf boot, your correspondent ventured in 
and was courteously received by the gentlemanly foreman, Mr. E. O. Corson, who is well known 
in Portland, as he founded the first Oregon boot and shoe factory in your city in 1868. 
Leinenweber & Co’s factory building is 120x60 feet. Twenty-four men are present employed in 
manufacturing boots, etc., and twelve more in the tannery adjoining. This force is working full 
time on orders from various parts of the state and the adjoining territory.. Mr. C. stated that one 
Portland house alone lately ordered made 500 cases of fine boots. 

Previous to our visit we were under the impression that only the coarser grades of boots and 
shoes were manufactured here. We were, however, soon undeceived when we saw operatives at 
work on some of the finest kinds of calf boots and congress gaiters. To supply the demand, 
however, a very large number of what are called fine O K kip boots with heavy tap soles are 
specially made for loggers and farmers. These are all made by hand, no machinery whatever used 
in their construction. 

Then on the other hand, to suit the more fastidious, we were shown what was termed the Victoria 
boot, made from imported French calf, this was a very fine boot and Mr. Corson said that only 
workmen of long experience wre employed in the making of it. We had first supposed that all or 
nearly all the leather used in this factory was of home manufacture, but here again we were 
mistaken. But a few days before our visit Leinenweber & Co. received a supply of leather from 
New York, and Santa Cruz, California, invoiced at nearly $7000...

The Post Office and Custom House was built by the Government, and is a neatly built stone 
building which cost $75,000. 

Since the removal of the Marine Hospital from Portland to this place, it has always been under the 
management of the Sisters of Charity and the pastor of the Catholic Church and is generally 
known as the St. Mary’s Hospital. It is capable of accommodating 50 patients. 


Churches 

St. Mary’s Church -- is under the charge of the Rev. L. Dieleman, who has spiritual supervision 
over all Catholics from here to Portland. The congregation at this place is about 200. 
Episcopalian -- Grace Church -- Was established Sept. 4, 1864. The church building is a neat 
open-timbered roof structure, in the early English style. It was erected 1867, during the rectorship 
of Rev. T.A. Hyland. 

___-Baptist Church -- Was organized in 1876, with M.J. Kinney, Samuel Gray and G.W. Ray , as 
incorporators. It now has 11 members. There being no clergyman, meetings are not held regularly. 
They have a neatly finished church building, capable of seating 250 persons. 

Methodist Church -- Has an organization, with 25 members who hold meetings at the Baptist 
meeting house, every Sunday, when not used by the Baptists. It is under the management of the 
Rev. Mr. Parsons. 

byterian Church -- Rev. J.V. Milligan has a congregation of this denomination of about 150, 
with a Sunday School of 80 members. 

___Lutheran Church -- The Swedish Lutherans have a small neat church. 


Schools. 

There is a flourishing school under the management of Rev. A.T. Perkins, rector of Grace Church, 
numbering about 70 scholars. 

District Schools of Astoria have about 500 scholars reported, with an average attendance of about 
320. There are about nine months’ school each year, and teachers and school houses are equal to 
any place of this size in the State. 

There are no private schools, except those connected with churches. 


The Fire Department. 
Of this place is the best in the State, outside of Portland. Two steam engines and a Hook & 
Ladder Co., comprise the Department. A.W. Berry is Chief Engineer. 


Societies 
The A.F. & A.M., and 1.0.0.F., the L.0.G.T., and the A.O.U.W., each have a flourishing 
organization in this city. 


Mails 

Are supplied daily by the O.R. & N. Co’s. boats, which ply regularly between Portland and this 
place, arriving here at 5 P.M.; leaving at 6 A.M. 

The mail to Fort Stevens, Fort Canby, and Ilwaco, is carried twice a week by the steamer Gen. 
Canby, owned by the Ilwaco S.N. Co., J.H.D. Gray Agent. 

Mail is carried between this place and Seaside three times a week, by way of Skippanon, by the 
steamer Sam, which makes regular trips to Skippanon. 

Mail to Knappton, W.T., twice a week. 


Manufactories. 

The most important manufacturing establishment here, is the Tannery of B. Leinenweber & Co., 
situated on the water front of Upper Astoria. The Tannery employs a steam engine of 20-horse 
power, with all the modern labor saving machinery, and gives employment to 14 men. 


The Boot and Shoe Manufactory lately connected with this establishment, employs 30 men. The 
product of this factory is all sold to one house in San Francisco. 

The Astoria Clothing Manufactory, where Oil Clothing is manufactured for the trade, managed by 
W.M. McCormick, is becoming a house of considerable importance. 


Canneries 

The production of Badollet & Co’s. Cannery will reach 30,000 cases of salmon each year, while 
the capacity of the establishment is sufficient for the production of 50,000 cases. The following 
table shows the production of cases of the different canneries:

.... The City of Astoria 

Back in the business part of town, where stores are crowded together after the style of a large 
city, are dwellings built generally up close against the hill side or upon occasional narrow benches. 
The streets leading back from the bay stand on end generally, and the sidewalks in many places 
are provided with cleats that pedestrians may maintain their footing. There is but one other place 
on earth where a man can get more exercise to the block than by strolling along the back streets 
of Astoria—that’s on Mount Hood. Looking from the river, the hills seem to be trying to buck the 
town off into the water, and to have partially succeeded. 

The city varies in width at the dictation of the hills and water, from a hundred yards to half a mile, 
and is three{luarters of a mile long—east by west. It practically extends all along a roadway or 
bridge which connects with Upper Astoria. The population of Astoria is 4850 and of the prope 
uppertown 850. The permanent population is not more that half what these figures represent. The 
city is built altogether of wood, and there is not a fine building in it. For the accommodation of 
the hundreds of fishermen, cheap hotels of the style of sailor boarding houses abound on every Ba eel 
side, while saloons and unnameable places of resort are numerous—quite out of the ordinary VY ‘ew lim 
proportion. In the fishing season, it is a horribly wicked city; but in winter, when only the regular 
residents are here, it assumes a moral and highly respectable character. 

The Congregational, Episcopal, Catholic and Baptist churches have good houses of worship, the 
Methodists to-day let the contract for a building to cost $2700, and the Presbyterians will build 
this year. The Congregational and Baptist churches are without pastors and their church buildings 
are occupied by the Presbyterians and Methodists. Piety thrives in Astoria, and the church 
organizations are prosperous. 

The city is divided into two school districts—the result of the usual school quargel—and in one, two 
and in the other three teachers are employed. The salaries range from $50 to £7 per month, and 
good teachers are secured on this scale. The schools are maintained throughout the year, 
excepting, of course, the usual Christmas and summer vacations. A private school which is not in 
any way superior to the public schools, is maintained. 

The Odd Fellows and Masons each have good memberships here and own halls of meeting. 
Various other charitable and social organizations flourish, and the K. of P. lodge finds itself this 
year able to put up a building of its own. The intellectual and moral status of Astoria—leaving the 
transiént crowd out of the account-is high, its social life is delightful and—important item—its 
hotésl are good. It would be out of the way to give details of the scandals and quarrels of the city 
government...A.H.

...we concluded to perambulate the city and see what was going on. Close at hand we found a 
large frame building going up and on inquiry ascertained that in it were to be constructed this uly 
winter a large number of fishing boats to be used next season by a company of Russian Finns who : C 
were now building a cannery on this side of Smith’s point. Not fifty yards from where we stood /7f -

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repairing thither we found 10 or 12 men busily at work on as staunch a tug-boat as was ever put 
together, and which the contractor, Mr. Frank Whelan informed us was being built for the Ilwaco 
Steam Navigation Co. Struck with surprise at the apparent massive strength of the hull and 
timbers, we requested some particulars as to the specifications and were kindly furnished with the 
following dimensions: Length, 110 feet; beam, 21 feet 3 in.; depth of hold, 9 feet 9 in.; keel, 12 in. 
Square. Oak stem and stern post, sided 12 inches. The frames are spaced 22 inches from centers, 
and moulded 12 inches at the side of the keel, 10 inches at the bilge, 6 % inches at the deck, and 
sided 8 inches. The floors are natural crooks. She will be furnished with compound engines and a 
9 foot propeller. Mr. Whelan expects to have her ready for launching by Christmas, or at the latest 
by New Year’s. The company intend to run her to Gray’s harbor, Tillamook and other coast 
ports. The cost of the vessel when ready for service will not be less than $30,000. 

A stone’s throw further down the beach we find the keel laid for another steamboat for the 
Shoalwater Bay Transportation Co., by Johnson Bros., late of St. Helens. This is to be 80 feet in 
length and is intended for service in Shoalwater Bay and its tributaries. 


Arriving at Trullinger’s sawmill we find it running on orders to its utmost capacity of 20,000 feet 
a day, all for local use; and looking thence down the river we see that a substantial 
commencement has been made toward the construction of three additional canneries which will 
necessitate the running of at least a hundred additional fishing boats next salmon season, and 
probably not less than twenty-five cottages will be erected this winter in the neighborhood of 
these canneries. 

Retracing our steps toward the business part of town, we find our new collector Capt. J.D. 
Merryman, is causing great and much needed improvements to be made in and around the 
Custom-house block. New sidewalks have been laid, fences and woodwork of building all newly 
painted, for the first time in seven years, while within the enclosure gravel and soil has been > 
deposited, raising the whole grounds from three to four feet. When the captain’s plans are 
completed Custom-house square will be an ornament to the city, as indeed it might have been 
made years ago. 

On the adjoining block, Court-house square, we find a foundation of stone walls all ready to 
receive a superstructure which, as a county jail, is intended to be made useful as well as 
ornamental and which, when completed, will cost our taxpayers about $10,000. x 
From the jail we will take your readers to the new Methodist Episcopal church, a good place to 
rest awhile, for we find ourselves already trespassing on your valuable space... 

CONFIDENCE IN THE CITY 

I am already trespassing on your space and have only got half way down town, but as it is in the 
immediate neighborhood of the Odd Fellows hall I will mention one more notable improvement 
and then close. Mrs. Virginia Kinney, widow of the late lamented Albert Kinney, has faith in 
Astoria, and besides other investments has erected a two story double store about 45x75, on the Va E 
water but just east of the Occident hotel. The stores are finished and occupied. One of the first 
class furniture store by M. Gallick. The other as a first class drug store by J. E. Thomas who has 
displayed great taste in fitting up a drug store that would be a credit to any city on the coast. 

It is stated on good authority that Mrs. V. Kinney’s agent, Dr. A. C. Kinney, is about to arrange 
for the erection of a handsome brick building in another part of the city. I must leave a description 
of further material improvements for another letter with your permission, and conclude by saying

The population of Astoria, according to the census of 1880, was 5521, including Chinese. The 
steady growth of the city as evidenced by the erection of hundreds of buildings small and great 
during the past two years indicates that to-day its population is not less than 6000??, excluding 


Chinese. No railroad boom or any other adventitious event has caused Astoria’s present 

prosperity. On the contrary, as compared with other towns in the state of Oregon, her people, 

right or wrong, consider that they have labored under peculiar disadvantages, especially in the 

matter of railroad construction and communication. They are satisfied, however, that this will 

come to right ... 

During the past year many important public and private works have been inaugurated in our city. 

Among the most important is the Water Works Co., of which D.P. Thompson, of Portland, is 

president. At a cost of about $100,000 this company, for a valuable franchise, guaranteed by the 

city council, will during the coming year provide 

Ast th an abundant supply of pure, fresh water, brought from mountain springs. The 

complétion of this enterprise will be hailed with much satisfaction by the residents of Astoria, who 

have hitherto been dependent on rain water principally, for domestic purposes, and there is no 

doubt that it will, with the certain increase of population year by year, prove to be a paying 

investment to the enterprising gentlemen wh have undertaken it. |

The Astoria Electric Light Co. is the latest incorporation in the city. At the last meeting of the city 

council an ordinance was passed authorizing this company to construct and maintain electric light Fe lot 
works in the city of Astoria and to place wires on such streets of the city as they may desire. ——== 
NEW BUILDINGS. . 

Many business buildings and family residences have been erected during the past year. Among 

them is the first and only brick structure ever built in Astoria, the Odd Fellows temple, which is 

rapidly nearing completition. It is a three-story building, with a Pears ieee awit to its 

foundation having been laid where at high water the tide rises five feet. It is owned by an 

association composed entirely of Odd Fellows, and by the time the building is ready for 

occupancy not less than $50,000 will have been invested in the building and the lot on which it is 

erected. The stock is all taken, and every share owned by the fraternity of Astoria. 

The successful erection of this brick building has very materially aroused the attention of some of 

our solid men who own the most available lots in the business portion of the city, and it is 

currently reported that at least three more brick buildings will be erected the coming year. 

Another prominent structure, commenced and completed during 1882, is that of the First a 

Presbyterian church, which will be dedicated, free from debt, on the first Sunday of the new year. 

The church is nots located in the heart of the improved portion of the city, and with the 


price paid for th lost} as cost the members abour $6,000. The church was the recipient of a fine, 
clear-toned bell, ffomi Troy, N. Y., a special gift from the venerable pioneer, Mr. T. P. Powers, of 
upper Astoria. 

Pythian hall is another new and costly struturdbyt foent erected. It is owned by the Knights of 
Pythias, is three stories high and built on piles. The store in the lowe / occupied by Mr. C. K 
H. Cooper as a dry goods establishment, is the largest and handsomest in the city. 

Mr. Theodore Broemser, late of the Walla Walla restaurant, has just removed into his new three 
story hotel. It was built under contract by the Hanson Bros. at a cost of $8000, and presents a fine 
appearance with an array of bay windows in every story... 

Messrs. Arnold & Ferschen [Arndt & Ferchen] have during the year more than doubled the 


capacity of their machine and boiler shops. With the aid of a first class steam engine they get 
through an immense amount of work; end with increased facilities could do still more. 

The Astoria Iron Works, John Fox, superintendent, has met with great success since it 
commenced operations, and also reports a heavy business. 

The growing business of Capt. Flavel and the extensive stevedoring business carried on here by 
Messrs. Brown & McCabe and Fairfowl & Son, combined, put in circulation nearly $100,000 a 
year among our boarding houses, hotels and trades people. Besides these the grain and other 
articles shipped from here to complete cargoes might be spoken of as a portion of the trade of 
Astoria, but to other industries, those of salmon canning and lumber manufacturing are so 
exclusively our own, that mention will be made of them instead. 

SALMON CANNERIES 

The salmon canning industry centers in Astoria and contributes largely to its property and 
importance. At its inception on the Columbia river by Mr. Wm. Hume in 1867, it was considered 
that the most valle or carrying on the business were along the banks of the river, some 
distance from its mouth-t 1875, Badollet & Co., erected the first cannery in Astoria, followed by 
Booth & Co. the next year, and Mr. J. Kinney the year following. The experience of these firms 
proved conclusively that canneries situated near the mouth of the river could carry on the business 
more advantageously and profitably than those higher up, and in consequence during the season 
of 1881, no less than 16 salmon canneries were in successful operation in the immediate vicinity 
of Astoria, that is to say, between Smith’s and Tongue Point. 

Three more were added before the season of 1882, five more have been erected during the 
present year and consequently there will be no less than 24 extensive establishments engaged in K 
canning salmon almost under our city limits during the coming season of 1883. Three hundred and 
forty thousand cases, out of an aggregate of 540,000 cases packed on the Columbia river this 
year, were put up by these Astoria canneries. The 19 canneries of 1882, represented in grounds, 
buildings, and machinery, a capital of $285,000, and in fishing boats and nets, $400,000. The pack 
this year of the 19 canneries amounted to a gross value of $1,773,000, which amount is all 
disbursed in Astoria, except the sums sent away for tin, twine, labels and some minor materials. 
Twelve ships were loaded, wholly or partially in Astoria, for foreign ports, with Columbia river 
salmon. 

Owing to the introduction of improved machinery the number of hands formerly employed in a 
cannery has been considerably reduced. An average sized cannery can now be run with about 75 
Chinamen, with 8 or 10 white men to superintend the most important details. In addition, two K 
men are necessarily employed in every fishing boat. There were 600 boats in service last year for 
the Astoria canneries, and the catch averaged not less than one thousand salmon to the boat. It is 
estimated that each salmon cost the cannerymen seventy cents. In 1880, 6188 boxes of tin plate 
were imported direct to Astoria, in 1881, 37,768, while in 1882 it exceeded even that amount.

Of the above it will be seen five are new firms, and will run for the first time in the season of 
1883. Besides the above, there are 14 other salmon canneries on the Columbia river, some above 
and others below Astoria. 

The best food salmon is the spring run. Its technical name is onchorhynencus quinnat. The so- 
called steel head is really a trout of a large kind, named sw/ar mykiss. The fall salmon (silver side) 
has but little oil. Its name is onchorhynencus tsuppich. 

Other fish found at the mouth of the Columbia are the sturgeon, tom-cod, speckled brook trout, 
silver smelt, anchovies, herrings, flounders, rock cod, and occasionally a shad. 

LUMBERING 

Clatsop county furnishes a very considerable portion of the fon used in the manufacture of 
lumber in Portland, as well as all that is sawed within its ownb6undaries. Not less than $40,000 
are invested by Clatsop county men in this important industry. The following is a list of the 
owners of the principal logging camps and a fair estimate of the number of feet each has placed in 
the market during the past year: 

S. P. Marsh has three camps, one on John Day’s river, one on the Walluski and the other near 
Westport. He has furnished Weidler’s mill, in Portland, with about 6,000,000 feet. 

W. G. and D. G. Ross have two camps near Knappa sending 5,000,000 feet to Weidler’s mill. 
Frank Warren of Knappa, furnished the Knapton mills 4,000,000 feet; A. Knapp of Knappa, 
supplied the same mill with about 4,000,000 feet. T. H. Foss, at John Day’s river, has sent not less 
than 2,000,000 feet to Portland for the Northern Pacific Railroad company. R. R. Cole has a camp 
on John Day’s river, and furnishes George Hume’s mill, at Astoria with about 2,000,000 feet 
annually. S. Harris, with a camp near Westport, turns out 2,000,000 feet a year and supplies to 
order. 

There are three saw mills in Astoria. J. C. Trullinger’s with a capacity of 25,000 feet per day; 
Geo. W. Hume’s, 20,000 feet, and McGregor & Co., 10,000. The last two also operate box 
factories, manufacturing 40,000 boxes per year. Trullinger’s mill is being improved by new 
machinery and will soon be cutting 40,000 per day. A site has been purchased at Upper Astoria 


for a new saw mill which will probably cut from 40,000 to 60,000 feet per day. For the past two 
years all the lumber manufactured in Astoria has not been sufficient to supply the local demand 
owning to increased activity in building operations and in supply planking for street and other 
purposes. 

Directly opposite Astoria, and seven miles distant, are Simpson’s Knappton mills, which cut about 
70,000 feet per day, and load a vessel every week, on an average, the year round. A new saw mill 
has lately been started at Westport, in this county, 30 miles above Astoria. The owners are now 
doubling its capacity, which is already 25,000 feet per day. The saw mill at Oak Point cuts about

ASTORIA’S GROWTH 


The Season of 82 
A stroll through the city such bright golden days as these is one calculated to impress the beholder 
with an idea of the progress in the growth of our city. The real estate sales constitute a good 
illustration of the appreciable rise in values and the consequent desire for investment on the part 
of all who have money to spare, and none the less is this evident in the number of new buildings 
which the growing needs of the place have made necessary during the present season. 
Our attention was directed to this fact yesterday morning by the incessant sound of saw and 
hammer resounding in every quarter of the town. The place seemed alive with busy workers and a 
visit to the lumber mills showed that the orders for material come so thick and fast that many

intended builders are obliged to put off their contemplated improvements till next season. 
Starting from Hume’s cannery, and going west, on Chenamus street, we come to a large building 
now in course of construction by Mrs. Virginia Kinney, on the Kinney property opposite Flavel’s 
warehouse. ‘the lower part of the building will be occupied by Thomas’ drug store, and by M.W. 
Gallick’s furniture store. Across the street is a new building lately finished by Capt. Flavel, which 
when vacated by Mr. Gallick will be used as a ship chandlery establishment. Above Flavel’s office 
a new shop is being built by S.D. Adair, to be used as a meat market. It would hardly be fair in 
passing to omit mention of the Occident hotel, which has had several thousand dollars of 
improvement put on it this season in the way of new fittings and appointments. Farther out is a 
two story house now being finished, the property of Mrs. Housman, the lower part to be used as a 
store, the upper part as a lodging house; toward the hill, Mr. Hartwig has in a stone foundation 
for a new dwelling house, which judging from the plan, will be a substantial structure. Here we 
Ns ih _turn-to-Concomly street, where near Trullinger’s saw mill a new town of itself is springing up. At 
the head of the street G. Kawqainer has put up a neat two-story house and running thence there is 
now in process of construction a plank road to the new canneries of the Cutting and Washington 
companies. A small army is employed in driving piles, building wharves and putting up dwelling 
houses for the members and workers of those corporations. Eighteen new houses will be finished 
here by next spring, and when convenient communication is established it will be a busy spot. 
Retracing our steps we come to the corner of Jefferson and Concomly streets where P.J. AGO 
Goodman is putting up a neat dwelling house, and further down, opposite the Parker house, 
which has been refitted and otherwise improved, is the new Main street wharf now in process of 
completion, which affords every advantage for the receipt and stowage of grain. Here as 
elsewhere, difficulty is experienced in getting piles and building material. And now we come to 
\*— Squemoqua street which in the matter of fine buildings seems to be taking the lead; across the 
street from our office is the Odd Fellow’s building, an imposing structure when completed. 
Yesterday the brick wall had risen above the level of the street, stone coping was being put in 
place, great iron T plates were being raised by derricks and the clang of the trowel and the cry of 
“Mort,” gave evidence that the work was being pushed ahead as rapidly as possible. The lower 
part of the building will be partly occupied by the bank of I.W. Case; the upper stories will afford 
a fine opportunity for professional offices. Farther down the street we come to the new building 
of our enterprising friend, A.M. Johnson. He occupies part of the lower floor with a grocery and 
ship chandlery store; the other part is leased by Prael Bros. who, in their lately opened “Empire 
Store,” make such a tempting display of ladies wear as would induce any one to buy. The upper 
part of this building is occupied by Mr. Johnson as a sail loft. Next to it stands the Pythian Castle, 
as present the finest looking building in our city. Its fittings and general appointments reflect 
credit on the Knights of Pythias of this place, and is the best exponent of the enterprising and 
progressive spirit of the members of that fraternal association. The entire lower part is occupied 
by C.H. Cooper’s I.X.L. store whose show window and tasteful arrangement of goods attract the 
attention of every passerby. Next to Geo. Hume’s, Robert Carruthers is putting up a substantial 
looking building, to be used as a store, and farther down, opposite Frank Fabre’s J.W. Coffinberry 
is putting a building which will be used as a store and dwelling house. 
We notice several new residences also going up on the hillside; among them those of Mr. Page, 
and Capt. Kindred; A.M. Twombly, and others, are also preparing to put up dwelling houses this 
season, and we believe could sufficient material be readily procured, one hundred houses would 
be erected before next January. On the street above us--we never can remember the names of the 


\ 


streets till they are painted on the corners--is a large, three story hotel, the property of Theo. 
Broemser, and above it is one of the neatest churches in the state, the M.E. church, the dedicatory 
sermon of which was preached by Rev. H.K. Hines, a few Sundays ago. Farther along, we come 


to Main street, where considerable building is going on, the most conspicuous structure being the 


new Presbyterian church, which is now nearly finished, and will be ready for occupancy in about 
three weeks; this building is constructed from plans furnished by the Presbyterian Board of 
Missions and is a very pretty church both inside and out. 

In this hastily written notice of the growth of the place we have not given as full a list of buildings 
put up this season as we would wish. From Tongue Point to Smith’s Point, buildings of all kinds 
are going up, particularly in upper Astoria, which is of itself; assuming the dimensions of a city. 
One point in connection with this matter of building we have considered of sufficient importance 
to merit editorial notice, viz: the matter of insurance. True our city is built of wood, but that one 
circumstance alone, is no reason for such extraordinary and exorbitant rates as those at present 
charged.

The Columbia Water Company, D.P. Thompson, president, expects to supply the citizens of 
Astoria with pure water in any quantity desired by the Ist of January, 1884. But for the disastrous 
fire which visited Astoria last July and in which the company lost the use of four miles of water 
pipe, the works would have been completed in the fall of 1883. Pure, ealthy mountain spring 
water will be brought from Bear creek, three miles southeast of Astgroia./The fountain head is 
421 feet and the reservoir at Astoria 155 feet above tide water, with a Capacity of supplying the 
city with 590,000 gallons of water every twenty-four hours. The city pays the company $150 per 
month for water and the company is pledged to place twenty hydrants in different parts of the 
city, to be available in case of fire. Including a loss of $10,000 suffered at the late fire, the 
waterworks will have cost, when completed about $100,000. 
The Astoria Gaslight Company introduced gas into Astoria for the first time, in July, 1883. The 
gasometer, buildings and mains have cost the company nearly $40,000. Three and a half miles of 
« mains have been laid in the prinicpal streets of the city, and gas introduced into about one hundred 
stores and residences. The city il ings are streets are lighted with gas furnished by the city at 
the same rates as in Portland. The-gas manufactured is of good quality and gives satisfaction. The 
officers of the company are C.S. Wright, president; C.H. Page, secretary; I.W. Case, treasurer; 
Directors, C.S. Wright, I.W. Case, C.H. Page, A.V. Allen, F.C. Norris. 


New Buildings 

The principal buildings erected or completed during the year 1883 are the Odd Fellows temple, an 
imposing three story brick building 50x100 feet, whch cost $50,000. The upper story is occupied 
by the Odd Fellows for lodge purposes. On the second story are eighteen commodious rooms, 
and suites of rooms, all occupied by professional men. The ground floor is divided off for business 
purposes, the corner having been fitted up in first class style by I.W. Case, banker, Messrs. W.E. 


Dement & Co., druggists, occupying another portion. 

A two story brick store 50x80, have been erected by Mrs. E. Kinney, costing $16,000. It is 
divided into two spacious stores on the ground floor, and divided off for offices in the second 
story. 

Mr. Robert Carruthers has the distinction of having erected the first brick residence in the city of 
Astoria. It is a handsome two story structure and cost $5000. 

In addition to these brick buildings, there has been erected to replace the buildings destroyed by 
the July fire, in the business part of the city, not less than 15 or 20 frame buildings, aggregating in 
value from $40,000 to $50,000. The O.R. & N. Co. Have also rebuilt their wharves on a larger 
and more improved plan.The structure is 1100 feet in length. It has a tin roof and cost in the 
neighborhood of $75,000. 

Many private residences have been erected during the year, the architectural style being a decided 
improvement on that which prevailed in past years.

...But a few cities on this northwest coast can boast of more healful climate than that of Astoria. 
A healthy sea breeze sweetens the air we breathe. Nearly all our hotels, restaurants and boarding 
houses are located over tide water, which, twice in every twenty-four hours carries away all slops, 
garbage and refuse with may have been deposited in the interval. Most of the residences are 
located on the slope of the hill, which has its base on the beach, thus affording a natural grade for 
drainage purposes. Most of the streets of the city now built are running parallel with the river, are 
built on piles which are heavily capped, and then planked with 4-inch planking. Thus our principal 
thoroughfares are nearly all level and easily kept clean. During the past year the city auditor’s 
record shows that nearly three miles of street planking has been laid, averaging fifty-five feet in 
width, at an outlay of nearly $25,000. With the exception of the cost of street crossings and 
intersections this expense is paid by the individual property owners on each side of the street thus 
planked... 

There are public schools in each of the two districts of lower Astoria and one in the precinct of 
Upper Astoria. Thre is also an excellent private school conducted by the Rev. M. S. Wilson, 
rector of Grace Episcopal church. A new school building has been erected during the past year in 
the first district. It is in every particular a credit to the taxpayers of the district, who with 
unanimous voice, consented to the levying of a special tax to insure its erection. It will be 
occupied for the first time by teachers and scholars on Wednesday January 2, 1884. This is the 
most conspicuous building in the city, not excepting the Odd Fellows’ temple...

CHINESE GARDENS 

A visit to the tract of land below the Washington Packing company’s premises will show how 
these human ants [Chinese residents of the county] accumulate provender and coin. what was a 
short time ago a wilderness of brush and fallen logs and interlaced boughs and trunks of trees, and 
almost impenetrable thicket, has been transformed into gently sloping gardens, in a high state of 
cultivation and producing large crops of garden truck, which find a ready sale in Astoria. By dint 
of gouging and grubbing and leveling and slashing and burning, and at an immense expenditure of 
Chinese muscle, [they] have a veritable bonanza. They leased the ground from Col. Taylor for a 
period of years, and their ability to make it productive and profitable seems limited only by their 
number. They have about 100 acres altogether, and work under the direction of two of the six 


Chinese companies on this coast. Some of their proceedings seem strange to a Caucasian, but they 
accomplish their purpose, which is to utilize everything and make it “pay.” Nothing goes to waste; 
what the pigs or the chickens won’t eat, they’ll eat themselves, and everything fattens the ground 
and makes the vegetaables grow most luxuriantly. When they fatten their pigs, of which they have 
about 400, they get the requisite number of pounds of fat on the carcass in about half the time and 
at about one-tenth of their cost that would be entailed on Caucasian pork. Feeding them swill, 
keeping them warm and in a darkened pen would seem to be the modus operandi and when on 

e occasions they kill a 400 pounder it is a day of great rejoicing and constitutes a Chinese feast. 

thering an abundance of fuel, and casting it into a rudely built furnace or oven they wait till 
nothing remains of the wood but a glowing bed of coals. Then the defunct pig dressed or rather 
undressed and cleaned in the highest style of the art is deftly split down the spine from his delicate 
snout to his daintly little tail, and thus halved is laid neatly on the fiery bed and covered with mats 
and cloths so arranged that they cannot singe. Thus after the fashion of a Missouri barbecue, only 
more so, is the roast pork prepared, and cooked in this way is sold in various places through 
Chinatown where it finds eager purchasers. In every part of the city, [they] are gathering garbage 
and refuse... They are making money at the business and certainly earn all they get. March 21,

SOME HIGH TIDES OF FORMER YEARS 

The unusual high tides yesterday and the day before occasioned considerable comment and 
awakened many reminiscences. One remembered the big tide eight years ago (“that was before 
you came here”) which went up eight inches above the highest mark made by yesterday’s tide. 
Another minded the time when the waves squashed up over the planks in the street in front of the 
Occident. Another bethought him of 1874, when the mighty ocean thundered in and threatened to 
submerge the old Monitor saloon on the site of the Odd Fellows building. This brought up 
remembrances of earlier years when tides were bigger and ran wetter, and wind harder, and snow 
deeper, and trees bigger, and everything generally on a more extensive scale than in these 
degenerate days. The last one had the best of it, raising the others who feebly staid out, not daring 
to “call.” For our part the highest tide we ever remember seeing here was in the winter of 1841. 
(That ought to be back far enough.) The tide that winter completely covered Sand Island; it 
covered the present site of Ilwaco, and rose twelve feet over where is now Ft. Stevens and the 
swash channel. It rose here to the present street grade corner Olney and Court streets. It will be [RUA fer 
remembered this was the year the Columbia river bar froze over, and the bears swam from 

Knappton to Tongue Point. Those were the good old times. We don’t have any tides now like we 

used to have then. The year following (or the year before, we don’t just remember which) we 

wintered over at old Fort Clatsop. Didn’t have anything that winter but boiled wheat and salt 

salmon one day and salt salmon and boiled wheat the next. We ate on a hemlock [plank?] and the 

grub tasted mighty good. There ain’t no fun now like there used to be those days. Nov. 25, 1885

Old Landmarks Destroyed 


The Advance of the Railroad Is Making Many Changes on the Water Front 

WHAT WILL BE THE ASPECT? 

Docks Built in “65 Greatly Changed in the ‘80s, and now Still Greater Changes Are to Be Mzde 
in Building Wharves 


Few realize the changes which are taking place along the city water front. Old landmarks are 
rapidly disappearing and soon the march of progress will have made a new city. 

W.W;. Parker built the first dock on the present site of the Oregon Bakery, extending diagonnally 
to the present site of the First National Bank. This was the pioneer dock. In 1868 very few 
improvements had been made. In 1869 a dock was built by Ferrell where Foard & Stokes store 
now stands. Between 1870 and 1880 rapid advances w ade, and the larger number of the St 
present docks were constructed. In 1872 a dock was from the present Odd Fellow’s “ 
building to O’Brien’s hotel. The O.R. and N. ck was its wharf in 1874 and 1875, to which 
additions were made in 1880. Extensions were made out into the stream in the latter part of 1879 
and 1880. In 1875 and ‘76, the roadway was built to Uppertown. [error-1878] The first dock 
built on the site of Fisher Brothers’ store was about the size of a dry goods box, being 25 x 25 
feet, and was used as a net rack. 

Today nearly all of these docks and warehouses are being torn down to make way for the iron 
horse. The last one to be cut by the axe is the old Hume dock, which is now almost completely 
destroyed. In a few weeks at most the steel roadway will have been built where once these old 
warehouses held the fort. 

What will be the future aspect of Astoria? It is said, on the authority of those who know whereof 
they speak, that now, since the closing of the contract for the grade of the entire line to Goble, 
other enterprises will soon be commenced, and great changes will be made in Astoria and Flavel 
and Warrenton. New warehouses will be built, old ones will be extended to the harbor line; 
elevators and flourmills will raise their lofty heads along the city water front, machine shops and 
sawmills will add their quota to the busy hum of commerce, and any one returning to the city after 
an absence of five years would not recognize it. All this will be but the realization of hopes long 
deferred. The realization is here, and those who do not now grasp the situation will havemissed
